ANTONIO MANCINI J5S?*

There is no need for eulogistic phrases, for time-worn cliches, 
since all that can be said or written on our Master has been 
already adequately said and written, and it would be futile to 
give variations on the same theme ; moreover, many of his works 
are here for all to see and judge. It will be sufficient therefore 
to state the bare facts, which are not perhaps so well known. 
Antonio Mancini was born at Narni, near Naples, seventy-six 
years ago to-day. 

Although his talents were quickly appreciated and he early 
made a name for himself in portraiture, his youth was passed in 
dire poverty ; then Fortuny began to buy his pictures, he went 
to Paris, was helped by the Goupils, and success came to him. 
His second visit to Paris was followed by a long illness ; on 
his recovery he went to Rome, where he was made much of, 
and where his works sold well. He broke down again, but on 
regaining his health he returned to his art with renewed power, 
and went to Venice, where (as at Rome) his work has always 
been popular. 

He was for some time in London, where he painted some 
of his best portraits, several of which are in this Exhibition. 
Throughout his life, alternate periods of sickness and success have 
followed each other, but eventually genius and hard work have 
overcome all difficulties, and Mancini may now pass the evening 
of his life in quiet content with freedom from material cares.
